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In the course of my study on the family of Coccinellidae in Japan, I have 
found that there are three new species belonging to the subfamily Coccinellinae. 
One of them was collected at Rokugo, Prov. Musashi by Mr. S. Mitsuhashi and 
the others captured by the writer in the various localities. The present short 
paper is intended to describe these new species.

Ptychanatis yedoensis sp. n. 

(Biza TARDI 
Adult :—Oval, convex, black, shining; head with a few very fine shallow 
punctures, having a pale median spot near the hind margin; antennae fuscous ; 
pronotum very finely but densely punctured ; scutellum impunctured ; elytrum with 
two ochreous spots, the basal one of which being twice larger than the other, 

punctured as in the pronotum ; epipleura fulvous. 
Sternum fulvous, metasternum in the middle being fuscous; ventral side of 


the abdomen fulvous, the first to fourth segments being fuscous in the middle ; 
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legs fuscous, coxae, trochanter, tarsi, and the anterior pairs of the femora largely 
fulvous. 

Length of body—6 mm. 

Larva :—Head dark fus- 
cous, with blackish hairs ; 
thorax fuscous, pronotum 
provided with blackish 
spines and long hairs, meso- 


and metanotum with spines 





as on the pronotum and with 





a papilla-like projection on 
each lateral side; abdomen fuscous, the first to seventh segments with six papilla- 
like projections and two large sulphurous markings, the eighth with four projec- 
tions, of which the two dorsal ones being especially large and pointed, the terminal 
segment large, not provided with spines and projections, . 
Length of body—10 mm, 
Hab.— Hondo (Tokyo)., three specimens were collected and bred by the 
author, 
The species is closely allied to Ptychanatis axyridis PaLL. in the adult stage, 


but differs from it conspicuously in its larval stage. 


Chilomenes hiugaensis sp. n. 
(mies 3) 

Body black, hemispherical; head impunctured, with a somewhat triangular 
black marking extending to the anterior margin; antennae fulvous; pronotum 
with a large triangular yellowish marking on each Fig. 2. 
anterior angle, and the narrow anterior margin 
yellowish, very fine, shallowly punctured; scutellum 
impunctured; elytrum punctured as in the prono- 
tum, much shining, with three somewhat triangular, 
crimson-red markings, two of which being placed on 


the humerus, nearly uniting together, and the other 





one being situated at the two third of the clytrum. 
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Ventral side of the body shining black, on the lateral sides fulvous; legs 
fulvous, the anterior parts of the femora fuscous. 
Length of body—6 nm. 
Hab.—Kiushu (Tsuma in the Prov. Hiuga).; many speciinens were collected 
by the author in May, 1914. 
The present species resembles somewhat to Chilomenes quadriplagiata SWARTZ., 


but apparently differs from it in having six markings on the elytra. 


Scymnus (Pullus) mitsuhashii sp. n. 
(Fig. 3) 

Nearly hemispherical, remarkably convex, black, covered with short, fine, 
grayish white hairs; head coarsely punctured; antennae reddish brown; pronotum 
punctured somewhat finer than on the head ; scutellum impunctured ; elytra more 
coarsely and sparsely CS than on the pronotum, with two very large red 
spots near the sture, but nearer the apex than the middle. 

Ventral side of the body wholly black; legs Fig. 3+ 
black, tarsi being reddish brown. 

Length of body :—2 3/5 mm. 

Hab. 一 Hond6 (Rokugd near Kanagawa)., 
only one specimen was collected at Roku- 
go in the Prov. Musashi, in June, 1913, by 


Mr. S. Mitsuhashi. 





The present species resembles somewhat to 
Scymnus (Nephus) bipunctatus KucEL., but apparently differs from it in havingitwo
